Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year 
1965. 


The  statistics  for  the  infantile  mortality  rate  and  the 
birth  and  death  rates  are  appreciably  poorer  than  for  1964^ 
which  was  a  particularly  good  year.  Of  the  10  infant  deaths 
it  must  be  noted  that  3  showed  congenital  abnormality  and  2 
were  markedly  premature.  The  causes  of  abnormality  and 
prematurity  are  not  completely  known  and  these  are  still  main 
causes  of  early  infantile  mortality. 

In  spite  of  mains  water  supplies  reaching  more  people 
each  year,  there  are  still  too  many  houses  without  an  indoor 
piped  supply.  There  is  no  reason  why  the  Rural  resident  should 
lag  behind  the  Urban  dweller  in  the  modern  amenities  of  good 
living.  The  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  extent  of 
their  Sewerage  Schemes,  the  list  of  works  in  the  pipeline 
providing  sufficient  indication  of  the  intention  to  bring  services 
to  most  centres  of  population. 

Notifiable  diseases  were  still  comparatively  absent  in 
1965^  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  note  the  steadily  falling  figures 
in  the  pulmonary  tuberculosis  register.  There  were  no  cases  of 
food  poisoning  in  spite  of  the  seasonal  influx  of  visitors. 

The  waiting  list  for  Council  housing  remained  substantially 
the  same,  but  the  policy  of  the  Council  in  granting  mortgages  and 
in  encouraging  applications  for  improvement  grants  has  undoubtedly 
helped  to  relieve  the  demand  to  some  extent. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  contributed 
substantially  to  this  report,  and  Mr.  Townsend  has  willingly 
supplied  me  with  required  information  for  which  I  thank  them. 
However,  I  must  express  my  thanks  to  my  colleagues  in  all 
departments  for  the  friendly  co-operation  they  always  accord 
the  Health  Department. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for,  not 
only  their  unfailing  interest  and  courtesy,  but  their  constant 
efforts  to  improve  the  environmental  conditions  of  the  people 
of  St.  Austell  Rural  District.

Personal  Services 


The  services  provided  by  the  Cornwall  County  Council,  often 
referred  to  as  the  personal  services,  in  contradistinction  to 
the  services  provided  by  the  St.  Austell  Rural  District  Council 
and  referred  to  as  the  environmental  services,  widened  in  scope 
during  the  year.  All  those  sections  already  operating  e.g. 
home  nursing,  domiciliary  midwifery,  health  visiting  vaccination 
and  immunisation,  maternity  and  child  welfare,  ante  and  post 
natal  care,  home  help  and  the  various  aspects  of  school  health 
continued  to  act  steadily.  In  addition  new  activities  developed, 
family  case  work  which  had  been  progressing  slowly  began  to  grow 
in  scope  and  closer  co-operation  between  the  county  departments 
and  the  district  council  housing  and  health  departments  followed. 
Health  education  in  schools,  clinics  and  to  various  adult  bodies 
was  regularly  carried  out. 

The  work  of  the  voluntary  helpers  at  the  various  clinics  is  much 
appreciated . 

Clinics  functioning  throughout  the  area  are  given,  since  all  clinics 
cater  for  people  from  the  Rural  District  Council.

Sanitary  Conditions 


Water  Supplies 


About  80^  of  the  population  of  the  Rural  District  Council  received 
their  water  supplies  through  three  main  agencies  viz:-  the  Rural 
District,  the  Fowey  River  Scheme  and  the  Newquay  Water  Company. 

The  new  North  and  Mid  Cornwall  Water  Board  will  take  over  the  task 
of  providing  water  supplies  from  April  I966.  All  parishes  have  a 
piped  supply  except  St.  Wenn.  St.  Michael  Caerhays  has  a  private 
supply  by  the  Estate. 


A  branch  main  was  laid  to  Criggan,  Roche  and  renewals  carried  out  at 
Church  Road,  St.  Dennis  and  Edgecumbe  Road  and  Old  Bodmin  Road, 
Roche.  A  scheme  for  renewals  at  Hendra,  Hornick  and  St.  Dennis  was 
started  in  1965  and  it  is  hoped  to  complete  this  in  1966.

Sewerage 

The  demand  throughout  the  Rural  District  for  mains  sewerage 
continues  and  the  following  list  gives  some  idea  of  the 
progress  throughout  1965* 

Sewer  extensions  at  Goonamarris,  St.  Stephen,  and  extension  at 
Castle  View,  St.  Dennis  were  completed  in  1965-

The  Gorran  Churchtown  Scheme  was  completed  in  December  1965* 

The  Quintrell  Downs  Scheme  continued  to  encounter  land 
difficulties  also  the  St.  Mawgan  and  Trenance  Sewerage  Scheme.

Creed,  Lanlivery,  Luxulyan,  St.  Ewe,  St.  Wenn  and 
St.  Michael  Caerhays. 
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Public  Conveniences 


The  Council  own  and  maintain  10  public  conveniences  and 
contribute  towards  the  upkeep  of  two  others  which  are 
privately  owned.  Agreement  has  been  reached  for  the 
provision  of  a  public  convenience  at  Golant.  Hand  washing 
facilities  are  being  installed  in  the  conveniences. 

Rodent  Control 


No  operator  now  employed,  owing  to  the  operation  of  an  efficient 
ex-Ministry  Contractor  in  the  area  who  deals  with  industrial 
and  farming  infestations.  Domestic  complaints  are  dealt  with 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  tips  and  sewage  works  by 
the  Council's  staff  normally  engaged  thereon. 

Nuisances 

There  were  23  complaints  during  the  year,  which  were  abated 
informally. 

Beaches 


Two  life-guards  were  employed  during  the  summer  on  our  only 
surfing  beach.  There  were  no  fatal  incidents  although  several 
rescues  were  made.  On  other  beaches  lifebuoys  and  lines  were 
maintained.  Arrangements  were  made  to  scavenge  one  beach. 

Private  Water  Supplies 

Nineteen  private  supplies  were  investigated  and  analysed,  ten 
of  which  were  unsatisfactory.  Appropriate  action  was  taken. 

Dangerous  Buildings 

One  was  the  subject  of  action  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  and 
it  was  demolished. 

Scrap  Metal  Dealers 

Twenty  three  dealers  were  registered  under  the  Act.  There  are 
none  which  can  properly  be  described  as  'itinerant',  and  none 
have  been  so  registered. 

Drainage 

That  serving  the  village  of  St.  Ewe  gave  rise  to  nuisance. 

It  is  a  very  small  and  old  sewerage  system,  and  improvements 
were  made  which  were  effective. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments 

There  are  four,  which  have  been  found  satisfactory  and  registered.

Seventy  eight  licences  were  issued  to  retailers  and  private  users 
of  petrol  from  pumps. 
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Litter 


At  the  request  of  the  County  Council  the  Council  agreed  to 
collect  litter  from  lay-bys  etc.,  where  bins  were  situated. 

Refuse  Collection 


Four  vehicles  make  a  weekly  collection  throughout  the  district 
except 

(a)  where  the  dwellings  are  very  isolated,  and  in  a  few  cases 
it  is  done  fortnightly. 

(b)  at  the  R.A.F.  Station,  St.  Mawgan  where  (under  contract) 
many  bins  are  emptied  daily. 

In  the  summer  twice  weekly  collections  are  made  from  hotels 
and  caravan  sites,  this  being  necessary  to  keep  conditions 
sanitary . 

Refuse  Disposal 

A  "Drott"  Shovel/Scraper  was  purchased  to  adequately  control 
our  tip.  It  was  found  more  economical  and  efficient  to  close 
one  of  the  two  tips  and  concentrate  on  the  more  centrally 
situated  one. 

Housing 

Twenty  five  houses  were  the  subject  of  Demolition  or  Closing 
Orders . 

Defects  were  remedied  by  informal  action  in  respect  of  seventeen 
houses . 

Improvement  Grants

involving  eventual  payment  of  about  £25^000. 

Since  the  scheme  started  752  applications  have  been  dealt 
with,  and  in  only  15  cases  were  grants  refused.  Thirty  six 
applications  were  withdrawn.  To  date,  therefore,  the  scheme 
has  had  the  significant  and  gratifying  result  of  bringing  up 
to  modern  standards  10^  of  all  the  dwellings  in  the  district.

Tuberculosis  Prevention 


Although  the  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  has  diminished 
very  notably  over  the  years,  and  the  notification  of  new  cases 
has  diminished  also,  but  less  markedly,  a  vigorous  policy  of 
prevention  has  been  pursued  in  the  County  of  Cornwall.  School 
children  in  the  age  group  11  years  are  offered  B.C.G.  vaccination 
against  the  disease.  In  1965  following  preliminary  testing  of 
611  children  in  the  selected  age  group,  500  children  received 
B.C.G.  Children  who  have  already  received  the  vaccine  in  early 
life  and  show  a  positive  reaction  on  testing  do  not  need 
vaccination  and  hence  the  discrepancy  between  those  tested  and 
those  receiving  B.C.G. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  all  new  cases  are  visited  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  in  order  to  assist  in  any  measures 
needed  to  ensure  continuation  of  treatment,  cases  on  the  list 
receive  follow-up  visits,  and  contacts  of  cases  are  visited 
and  advice  given  regarding  Xray  examination.  Patients  receive 
advice  regarding  the  need  for  care  in  preventing  the  spread  of 
the  disease  to  contacts.
